The religious aspect of the settlement of towns in Massachusetts 
gave way in the 1700’s to a spirit of commercialism wherein Gov¬ 
ernment operated lotteries and land speculation were in high favor. 

Bona fide real estate agents appeared on the scene for the first 
time, while others (not so bona fide!) wandered from town to town, 
selling land questionable, both as to location and ownership. 

A plan was afoot for making a series of settlements in Western 
New England as a frontier of defense. Proprietors had heretofore 
been mostly residents in the towns in which they owned land; now 
the wealthy took up large grants on speculation in distant locations. 

A public auction was held at the Royal Exchange Tavern in 
Boston on June 2, 1762 at which time the Massachusetts Province 
sold nine towns, each six miles square and another of 10,000 acres. 

What is now the town of Adams went to Natlion Jones of Wes¬ 
ton for 3,200 pounds. Peru and Hinsdale-to Elisha Jones for 1,460 
pounds. Worthington to Aaron Willard of Lancaster for 1,860 
pounds. Windsor to Noah Nash for 1,430 pounds. Cummington to 
John Cummings of Concord for 1,800 pounds. Savoy to Abel Law¬ 
rence for 1,350. Hawley to Moses Parsons of Middletown, Conn, for 
1.875. Lenox and Richmond to Josiah Dean for 2,550 pounds. Ches¬ 
ter and Murrayfield to William Williams for 1,500. Rowe to Cor¬ 
nelius Jones for 380 pounds. 

Each purchaser paid 20 pounds in cash and filed a bond for the 
remainder, being entered into in conjunction with from two to six 
others.Purchase carried with it the obligation to make settlements, 
to provide a minister and plan for schools. 

The purchase money having been paid, the townships were con¬ 
firmed to their respective proprietors between 1766 and 1770. In the 
course of a few years, however, these townships passed into the 
hands of other proprietors, the original owners selling out at a profit. 

In the case of Murrayfield, the whole township was sold a year 
later to John Chandler, Timothy Paine, John Murray, and Abija Wil¬ 
lard, and the first three sold again, one-fifth part of their undivided 
three-fourths shares to James Otis of Barnstable who gave power of 
attorney to Murray. These five controlled the settlement and kept 
selling their rights and lands from time to time. 

Eventually the small landowners moved in and a town was es¬ 
tablished.
